With very little trouble super- 
visors and foremen can estimate 
toa halfpenny the earnings of the 
men they engage, the wages being 
standardised and printed. On the 
other hand, the men falsely 
assume the foremen to be In 
receipt of a greater wage under 
all conditions, with or evithout 
overtime. The comparison being 
unfavourable to the foreman and 
supervisors has Ied to a near- 
strike in one port and dissatisfac- 
tion elsewhere, 


Beside the wage grievance, 
there is friction between fore- 
man ‘and supervisor, The latter 
js a comparative newcomer to 
the docks; in point of fact he 
is often regarded as superiiuous. 
He may be without dock labour 
experience, visiting the job once 
or - twice during the day to 
represent 9 remote employer, 
delivering. « message or assum- 
ing a superior position over the 
foreman, who probably knows 
every trick on and under the 
board. These contracts gre, to 
say the least of it, rarely con- 
ducive to good ‘management, 
particularly if the foreman dis- 
covers, by methods of his own, 
that the supervisor is paid a 
lower wage than his own. 


Of the 290,000 British fore- 
men spread over all Industries, 
the most frustrated are perhaps 
the stevedores and quay fore- 
men, Their power has gone, and 
thelr scope for competition 
between gangs and ships has 
.been destroyed, In hiring their 
men ‘in the various pens, their 
{recdom of selection ls often 
staken away from them when 
strange men from other areas 
one thrust upon them. The fore- 
man has - to humour the 
malingerer and the agitator, 
whereas in the past the undesir- 
able was sacked forthwith—often 
at the request of the remainder 
of the gang, who feared whole- 
sale—dismissal,——-——--- -—-—--— 


WASTE .OF TIME 


Now, the foremen say, the 
malingerer defies dismissal, be~ 
comes the mouthpiece and the 
pace-setter, and when taken to 
task, Which 1s very rarely now, 
he emerges from the tribunal 
smiling and vindictive. . ‘The 
almost unanimous opinion of the 
foremen interviewed is that it-is 
now a waste of time to report 
an offender, Foremen have to 
close their eyes to many 
breaches of discipline. . 


The practice of hiring casual 
foremen and hatch foremen has 
been found to contuin many 
dangers, particularly since de- 
casualisation. In the past, the 
road to permanent foremanship 
lay along the path of deckhand, 
hatchman, hatch “boss,!" and 
through the phases where an 
understanding of rigging,: spli- 
cing, general deck work, boom 
topping, ‘heavy, Mits, stowage 
and, above all, an ‘inherent 
nbility to get the job started Ort 
and finished first, were the 
ie rough-and-ready qualifica- 
tlons. 


The position has degenerated 
to such a degree that wherenos 
in the past the casual foreman 
was reliable and ambitious for 
permanency now he: ls often 
found in league. with the men, 
unwilling to speed up the job, 
rendy to disperse private infor- 
mation and disclose contents, of 
special stowuge cargo. Some 
attempt to avercome 
Uubility by making certain men 
weekly. workers gnd ‘assistant 
foremen hasbeen tried, but has 
not met with success.

Lectures will be supple- 
mented by discussion ups, 
films, exercises in clear thinking, 
visits 1o contrasting, industries 
hand by guidance for private 
reading and study. 


Another course for foremen, 
from June 11 4to.June 16,. ‘will 
examine, dirstly ‘the historica! 
economic and human factors tha’ 
form the background to indus~ 
trial activity, and, secondly, show 
how these affect the status and 
responsibiiities of the foreman. 
Lectures vill be supplemented by 
discussion groups and films, and 
guidance will be given for read- 
ing and private study. . Although 
this cannot be as comprehensive 
as the preceding. course, the 
opportunity to mix with tepre- 
sentatives from smany different 
industries should ‘be valuable for 
junlor or prospective members of 
supervisory management and for 
those who have already taken 
training courses organised by 
their own company. 


That there Is a need for a 
freater understanding of their 
responsibilities by all port 
workers has been shown by 
the chairman of* the Dodks and 
Inlond ‘Waterways’ Executive, 
who recently convened a con- 
ference of all interested po: 
-and-harbour.-authorities, —- with 
the result that the Institute of 
Transport, the City of Lon- 
don College and the Association 
of Technical Institutions have 
combined to draw up. a syllabus 
designed to cover the: elemen- 
tary study of port traffic, work- 
ing and finance.
